FR-A-1 303 791 discloses an apparatus for 
introducing a sealing preparation into a tire and 
for pumping up of tires. The apparatus comprises 
a container containing the sealing preparation 
and a source of pressure for introducing the 
sealing preparation into the tire. The container 
is provided with a special outlet valve which is 
connected to a conduit for introucing the sealing 
preparation into the tire. The presesure source 
may be Freon^, propane, butane, isobutane, 
nitrogen, liquid air or carbon dioxide. The 
sealing preparation contains asbestos, potassium 
chromate, ethylene glycol, butyl latex, water and 
optionally dextrine. 

CH-A-208 111 discloses an apparatus for 
introducing a sealing preparation into a tire. 
The apparatus comprises a collapsible tube 
screwed on the valve of the tire. The sealing 
preparation is pressed out of the tube into the 
tire. The sealing preparation contains latex, 
ammonia, blood, cork, ferric oxide and alumina. 

One of the documents contained in the Information 
Disclosure Statement filed on February 12, 2002 
is FR-A-671 659. It discloses an apparatus for 
introducing a sealing preparation and a gas into 
the tire. The apparatus comprises a container 
for the sealing preparation. The container is 
provided with a gas inlet and with a connecting 
branch between a rising pipe within the container 
and a hose heading to the tire valve. A source 
of pressure {e.g. an ,air pump) is connected with 
the gas inlet of the container. The composition 
of the sealing preparation is not described.
